Submitted  herewith  is  the  report  of  an  examination  of  the  financial 
statements  of  the  various  funds  and  account  groups  of  the  Town  of  Hinsdale 
for  the  year  ended  December  31,  1979,  which  was  made  by  the  Division  in 
accordance  with  the  vote  of  the  Town. 

GENERAL  COMMENTS 


Txust  Funds 

The  Trustees  of  Trust  Funds  should  review  the  return  on  investments  in 
their  care  toward  the  end  of  maximizing  earnings.   At  the  present  time,  there 
are  over  four  hundred  individual  savings  account  in  eleven  different  banks. 
The  creation  of  a  common  trust  for  the  cemetery  funds  would  allow  a  far  greater 
rate  of  return  in  this  period  of  high  yield  investment  instruments.   Currently, 
the  majority  of  these  funds  are  invested  in  5  1/2%  savings  accounts. 

We  recommend  that  the  trustees  consider  seriously,  the  creation  of  a  common 
trust  fund.   The  pooling,  for  investment  purposes,  of  individual  cemetery  trust 
funds  into  a  so-called  "common  trust  fund",  makes  practicable  the  ownership  of 
high  yield  investment  securities  in  lieu  of,  or  in  addition  to,  static  savings 
bank  deposits.   This  division  is  available  to  assist  the  Town  Trustees  in  setting- 
up  the  necessary  accounting  records. 

The  Trustees  should  keep  a  permanent  record  of  each  individual  trust  fund 
detailing  the  principal  amount,  date  of  creation  and  purpose  of  fund.   R.S.A. 
31:34  Records,  states  in  part  "Trustees  shall  keep  a  record  of  all  trusts  in  a 
record  book". 

Enterprise  Funds 

The  selectmen,  in  cooperation  with  the  water  commissioners,  should  do  an  in- 
depth  review  of  the  methods  currently  used  in  determing  the  water  rents  toward  the 
end  of  establishing  a  more  realistic  level  of  income.   The  water  department  has  been 
increasing  its  financial  deficit  at  a  constant  rate  for  the  past  four  years  as  shown 
below:

The  water  department  is  managed  as  an  enterprise  fund  and  as  such  should  be 
completely  self  sustaining.   Since  the  entire  Town  does  not  benefit  from  this 
service,  the  users  must  share  the  financing  required. 

It  was  noted  during  the  review  of  the  minutes  of  the  Water  Commissioners 
that  a  new  Water  and  Sewer  Rents  collector  has  been  appointed,  thus  resolving 
the  pre-existing  statutory  conflict  of  duties. 

Sewer  Department 

As  disclosed  in  Note  1  to  the  financial  statements  the  Sewer  Department  does 
not  consistantly  capitalize  additions  to  its  plant  and  equipment  or  account  for 
its  debt  service  obligations.   Under  guidelines  issued  by  the  National  Council  of 
Governmental  Accounting  for  enterprize  funds,  user  charges  are  expected  to  fund 
all  operating  expenses  including  depreciation  and  interest  on  debt.   This  is 
particularly  relevent  in  your  situation  where  the  entire  community  is  not  serviced 
by  the  department. 

We  recommend  that  the  Sewer  Commissioners  immediately  recognize  the  costs 
associated  with  the  new  sewer  plant,  the  related  federal,  state  and  town 
contribution  and  include  all  sewer  related  debt  in  the  rate  base. 

inventory  of  Fixed  Assets 

As  is  the  practice  with  many  New  Hampshire  municipalities  the  Town  of  Hinsdale 
has  not  maintained  a  record  of  its  fixed  assets.   Town  officials  should  initiate 
formal  fixed  asset  records.   Cost,  or  consideration  given,  is  the  generally  accepted 
method  for  valuing  fixed  assets,  and  should  be  recorded  on  new  acquisitions.   Where 
adequate  documentation  of  cost  is  unavailable  for  existing  fixed  assets,  an  estimates 
of  original  cost  may  be  acceptable.   The  existance  of  fixed  asset  records  will  not 
only  aid  Town  officials  in  their  control  of  these  assets,  but  should-  be  an  invaluable 
tool  in  long-range  planning. 

Publication  Requirement 

The  provisions  of  R.S.A.  71-A:21  require  that  only  this  letter  be  published  in 
the  next  annual  Town  Report. 

However,  we  suggest  that  you  consider  the  publication  of  the  entire  report  which 
includes  auditor's  opinion,  financial  statements  and  notes  to  financial  statements. 
No  portion  of  either  the  auditor's  opinion,  financial  statements  or  notes  to  financial 
statements  may  be  published  separately. 

We  extend  our  thanks  to  the  officials  and  employees  of  the  Town  of  Hinsdale  for 
their  assistance  during  the  course  of  our  audit.

The  following  is  a  report  of  the  activities  of  the  Association 
from  January  1  to  December  31,  1980.

The  year  of  1980  has  been  one  of  change  for  the  Assoc.  In 
January  the  resignation  of  Mary  Wilson  was  accepted  to  be  effective 
in  March.  Kathy  Lecours,  R.  N.  was  her  replacement  beginning  in 
March.  Also  in  March  new  agency  hours  were  established  to  be  8:30 
a.  m.  to  12:30  p  m.  Monday  thru  Friday. 

A  pre-school  hearing  and  vision  screening  program  was  con- 
ducted at  the  Elementary  School  in  May  and  any  defects  were  re- 
ferred to  the  proper  source  for  correction.  Agency  volunteers 
participated  in  this  screening. 

A  general  immunization  clinic  was  held  at  the  school  in  June. 
The  Agency  nurse  and  volunteers  from  the  board  of  directors  of  the 
Agency  assisted  the  school  nurse  with  this  clinic. 

Monthly  Blood  Pressure  Clinics  were  held  at  the  Rolling  Hills 
Village  Community  Building  and  were  well  attended.  As  always  these 
clinics  are  open  to  all  Hinsdale  residents  free  of  charge. 

The  Agency  nurse  has  participated  in  the  monthly  W.I.C.  (Women, 
Infants,  and  Children)  clinics. 

Red  Cross  blood  drawings,  sponsored  by  the  Hinsdale  Lion's 
Club,  were  held  in  May  and  November.  The  Agency  nurse  and  members 
of  the  board  volunteered  their  services  at  the  drawings. 

The  Agency  nurse  has  attended  monthly  inservice  meetings  in 
Keene,  to  keep  current  to  the  latest  developments  in  Homehealth 
care. 

The  planning  and  assessment  study  for  the  eventual  merger  of 
the  Home  Health  Agencies  in  Cheshire  County  is  continuing.  The 
Agency  and  others  continue  to  provide  imput  to  the  project. 

The  Agency  has  various  articles  of  medical  equipment  available 
on  loan  to  Hinsdale  residents. 

The  Agency  conducts  monthly  Board  meetings.  We  encourage  any 
and  all  interested  citizens  to  contact  the  Agency  nurse  or  board 
members.

I  began  my  tenure  as  Administrative  Assistant  to  the 

Selectmen  in  September  1980.  Since  then  I  have  learned 

many  characteristics  of  the  Town  and  its  community.  I 
have  enjoyed  my  experiences. 

The  tasks  involved  with  the  operation  and  management  of 
a  municipality  are  a  constant  challenge.  One  problem  currently 
afflicting  Hinsdale  and  other  communities  is  that  of  rapidly 
increasing  costs  of  energy,  material  goods  and  services.  It 
is  the  responsibility  of  public  officials  to  effectively  deal 
with  this  problem. 

The  Selectmen  and  I  are  researching  programs  aimed  at 
conservation  and  cost  reductions.  Two  measures  already  being 
implemented  are  the  Town  Hall  energy  conservation  program  and 
the  policy  of  requiring  resident  permits  for  town  landfill  use. 
I  am  confident  that  significant  savings  can  be  realized  through 
careful  analysis  of  existing  management  practices  and  by  en- 
acting constructive  improvements  directed  at  increasing 
economy  and  efficiency. 

The  Housing  Assistance  Plan  prepared  by  the  Southwest 
Region  Planning  Commission  has  been  submitted  to  the  Selectmen. 
This  document  will  enable  Hinsdale  to  pursue  funds  potentially 
available  to  finance  projects  deemed  worthwhile  by  local,  state 
and  federal  agencies.  It  is  my  plan  to  work  with  the  Selectmen 
and  people  of  Hinsdale  to  assess  our  needs  and  to  seek  the 
means  to  fulfill  them. 

The  upcoming  year  will  undoubtedly  prove  to  be  an  interesting 
one.  I  look  forward  to  the  challenges  and  to  working  with  the 
Selectmen  towards  the  benefit  of  the  Hinsdale  community.

Services,  Inc. 


The  Winchester  District  Office  of  the  Monadnock  Family  and 
Mental  Health  Services  has  gone  through  major  changes  in  the  past 
year.  The  staff  at  the  main  office  in  Keene  evaluated  its  services, 
talked  with  citizens  throughout  the  region,  and  concluded  that  its 
services  needed  to  be  closer  to  where  people  live.  Consequently, 
some  staff  transferred  from  the  Keene  office  to  the  District  Offices 
located  in  Winchester  and  Peterborough  in  the  fall  of  1980. 

The  Winchester  District  Office  serves  the  towns  of  Richmond, 
Winchester  and  Hinsdale.  With  the  transfer  of  staff  in  the  fall 
of  1980,  we  now  have  three  and  one-half  full  time  professionally 
trained  staff.  The  office  is  open  for  appointments  4  days  and  2 
evenings  a  week.  The  services  provided  are  individual,  marital, 
group  and  family  counseling,  plus  special  services  to  children 
and  adolescents.  In  addition,  we  are  conducting  or  have  planned 
education  courses  on  parenting  skills,  communication  skills  and 
stress  management.  In  180,  we  served  over  275  families  and 
individuals. 

Our  services  are  now  more  accessible  and  responsive  to  the 
citizens  in  your  area.  We  can  now  make  arrangements  to  see 
Hinsdale  residents  locally,  if  they  so  choose,  at  an  office  located 
in  the  Town  Hall.  We  have  a  Citizen's  Advisory  Board  to  help  us 
in  the  ongroing  planning  for  servides.  Your  area  representative 
is  Frank  Greenwood. 
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REPORT  OF  THE  HINSDALE  PLANNING  BOARD 

1980 

The  1980  Planning  Board  approved  thirteen  sub-divisions  and  five 
site-lans,  indicating  the  importance  of  careful  planning  for  the 
future  of  Hinsdale.  The  Board  has  frequently  called  upon  the 
Southwestern  Region  Planning  Commission  for  assistance,  and  is 
most  appreciative  of  their  help.  Donna  Marshall  and  Doris  Bevis 
are  represantatives  to  the  comission,  and  attend  bi-monthly  meet- 
ings in  Marlborough  or  Peterboro. 

This  fall,  the  board  began  work  on  the  National  Flood  Plain  Plan, 
and  with  the  help  of  Jeff  Francis,  administrative  assistant,  wrote 
ammendments  to  the  zoning  ordinance  concerning  this  plan.  Public 
hearings  were  scheduled  and  the  ammendments  will  be  on  the  ballot 
in  March.  The  Planning  Board  looks  forward  to  a  busy  1981,  with 
hopes  of  starting  a  master  plan  for  Hinsdale. 

Member's  resignations  accepted  during  the  year  were  Carol  Rosploch, 
and  Ann  Corr.
